Time to re-register 
*or November 
election 


With election looming next month 
it is time for U.S. citizens to reflect 
whether or not they need to re-register 
to vote. 


Specific registration places in Sierra 
Madre include city hall at 232 W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd., the post office at 61 S. 
Baldwin Ave., Sanwa Bank at 100 W. 
Sierra Madre Blvd. and Imperial Savings 
at 25 W. Sierrra Madre Blvd. 


A person may register to vote 
any time during the year, but is eligible 
to vote 28 days after registration if 
' there is an election in their area. The 
closing date for registration of voters is 
always the twenty-ninth day prior to the 
day of any particular election, 
the twenty-ninth day prior to the day 
of any particular election. 


The are five categories of persons 
who should register or re-register for an 
election. They are: 


1. Those who changed their residence 
address in any way since they last regis¬ 
tered, and have not re-registered to 
their new residence address or received 
notice of automatic re-registration from 
Department of Registrar-Recoradar. 

2. Those who have changed their name 
since they last registered. 

3. Those who desire to change their 
political affiliation. 

4. Those who have become of age and 
have not registered. 

5. New residents of Los Angeles County, 
who will have the required qualifications 
by the day of the election. These 
qualificiations are: 

a. Twenty-nine days residence in the 
county. 

b. Eighteen years of age on or prior to 
the date of any election. 

c. A citizen prior to the date of any 
election. 

d. A person on parole or in jail for 
a felony conviction is not eligible to 
register to vote.

Statewide, the Afford¬ 
ability Index remained at 
24 percent, the same 
level as in July. In 
August, the median sales 
price of an existing home 
rose only .03 percent, 
moving from $172,347 in 
July to $172,406.

Main Street 

Economic restructuring strengthens the 
existing assets of the business district by diver¬ 
sifying or expanding its economic base. 

What does that translate into in Sierra 
Madre? Finding the answer to that question is 
a key priority for Main Street. Before signifi¬ 
cant change can take place we have to know 
where or how Sierra Madre fits into its natural 
market place. 

For instance, communities such as Monrovia 
and Duarte with substantial land adiacent to 


the 210 freeway have capitalized by locating 
new car dealerships on that land. Properties 
previously occupied in or near downtown areas 
by automobile dealerships are being recycle 
into diversified retail commercial uses. 

A less dramatic development emerging in 
Monrovia is growth of several antique mini¬ 
malls (numerous independent dealers sharing 
space under one room and'common facility 
management). 

Both development examples have broad impli¬ 
cations to the communities involved. Ob¬ 
viously, Sierra Madre cannot complete for 
new automobile dealerships when their 
success depends on volume produced by free¬ 
way exposure. 

Because Sierra Madre has a strong arts and 
crafts market base (at least as a percent of 
existing retail), which is compatible with 
antiques, including or focusing commercial i 
development in those directions could be part 
of our economic restructuring strategy. * 

Answers to provide direction for economic 
estructuring in downtown Sierra Madre involve 
complicated questions and will not come 
easily.

As a part of his 
campaign Boyle has 
been speaking to various 
high schools including 
Monrovia, where last 
week he urged students 
to “get involved, be¬ 


cause democracy can 
only work if everyone 
participates.”
